The Republicans' turn 
Delegate scramble, 
oratorical salvos 
open GOP confab 


KA N SA S C IT Y , Mo. (U P I) - 
Republicans opened their 31st national 
convention with oratorical salvos at the 
Democrats and their own prospective 
candidates, President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan, scrambling for enough delegate 
votes to nail down a first-ballot presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
One major threat to both candidates 
evaporated at midday when Sen. James 
L. Buckley of New York announced he 
was abandoning his notion of allowing his 
name to be placed in nomination for the 
presidency as a first-ballot alternative to 
Ford and Reagan. 
Buckley, who had the support of 
hardline conservative Sen. Jesse Helms, 
R-N.C., decided to bow out after Buckley 
aides met w ith Reagan p o litical 
strategists for a review of the delegate 
count. 
A few hours before the first convention 
session was gaveled into session at mid- 
morning in futuristic Kemper Arena, 
Ford and Reagan raced from hotel to 
hotel trying to woo uncommitted 
delegates to their side and fighting to 
keep those they already claim. 
By midday, the U PI delegate count 
showed the President and the former 
California governor both still short of the 
magic 1,130-vote majority required for 
victory Wednesday night. 
Although both camps claimed higher 
figures, the U PI tally gave Ford 1,125 
votes and Reagan 1,038, with 86 
delegates uncommitted. 


“ Wow! What a m eeting!” Ford 
shouted at a rally of chanting young 
Republicans. “ What a convention! What 
a victory Wednesday night!” 


His hands upraised in a “ V” for victory 
sign, Ford recited his White House record 
in the past two years and predicted “ we 
w ill win a great victory on Wednesday.” 


Ford appeared at the rally after a hotel 
breakfast meeting with the Hawaiian 
delegation. Reagan, accompanied by 
liberal Sen. Richard Schweiker of Penn­ 
sylvania, his designated running mate, 
pleaded with the Indiana delegation for 
support. 


Despite reports his name appeared on 
Ford’s narrowing list of potential runn­ 
ing mates, Reagan assured the Hoosiers 
that “ there is no way I would even con­ 
sider myself for a vice presidency on any 
ticket.” 
The Washington Post reported that 
Reagan was among five Ford vice 
presidential possibilities, but Reagan 
said: “ I didn’t come here for that.” 
The others, the Post said, were Sen. 
Howard H. Baker,R-Tenn, .tonight’s con­ 
vention keynoter and ranking GOP mem­ 
ber of the Senate Watergate Committee; 
form er Deputy Attorney General 
William Ruck els ha us, who was fired dur­ 
ing Richard M. Nixon’s “ Saturday Night 
Massacre” in 1973; Treasury Secretary 
William Simon, and Anne Armstrong, 
U.S. ambassador to London. 


Another name was pushed to the front 
ranks when Sen. Hugh Scott said that 
William Scranton, U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations and former Penn­ 
sylvania governor, w ill be “ among the 
last three or four” on Ford’s list. 
Scranton said he would take the job if 
offered, and “ would be hell-bent for elec­ 
tion.” 
While Ford’s wife Betty, daughter 
Susan and sons Jack and Steve fanned 
out across the hot, humid city helping 
him corral delegate votes, Reagan 
headed for the Alaska and Virginia 
delegations and planned a meeting with 
150 black delegates. 
Inside the windowless, gleaming white 
Kemper Arena, Republicans got their 
convention under way with patriotic 
songs, prayers, welcoming speeches, 
procedural business and a foretaste of 
the partisan rhetoric to be heard 
throughout the four-day convention. 
Starting out on a Bicentennial theme, 
arriving delegates were greeted at the 
arena by usherettes in red blazers and 
dark blue skirts, while a band and chorus 
called “ The Kids Next Door” from First 
Baptist Church of Oxnard, Calif., sang 
spiritual and patriotic songs. 
Rep. John Ashcroft, the GOP can­ 
didate for Missouri attorney general, 
sang the “ Star Spangled Banner,” and 
Richard Horton of Atlanta, a convention 
page, substituted for professional golfer 
Tom Watson in leading the Pledge of 
Allegiance.

Bus pact may go to CAC 


Lompoc Community Development 
Department w ill ask the city council on 
Tuesday night to award the contract for 
operating the city’s pilot public transpor­ 
tation program to the Community Action 
Commission. 
The transit system, utilizing two 
diesel-powered Mercedes Benz buses 
purchased by the city, is scheduled to 
begin a 10-month experimental flxed- 
route service about September 1. • 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam said his department solicited 
proposals for operating the inis service 
from all parties that had expressed an in­ 
terest in the program. 
Three proposals were received, he 
said. Besides the CAC, offers came 
from the Arrow Cab Company and the 
Vandenberg Limousine Service. 
The statt evaluated the proposals on 
the basis of experience, cost, range of 
services offered, reliability, manage­ 
ment ability and resources, Lam said 
“ All three operators submitted good 
proposals, making the selection ... very 
difficult,” he reported. “ However, after 
reviewing the materials submitted ... 
and interviewing each of the parties in­ 
volved, staff recommends that the city 
council award the contract to ... the 
CAC.” 
Lam added that the additional abilities 
and resources offered by the CAC 
proposal “ would result in the city 
spending less administrative time in 
managing the system.” These include 
CAC’s ability to tap technical assistance 
from the Santa Barbara Metropolitan 
Transit District, including a driver train­ 
ing program; a management organiza­ 
tion backed by a staff of fiscal manage­ 
ment personnel and a full planning staff; 
ability to make all certifications of in­ 
dividuals for reduced fares; ability to 
produce and implement all phases of 
promotion and advertising for the 
system, and a nonprofit status which 
means that at the end of the pilot year if 
certain funds are unused, they will be 
returned to the city. 
The CAC currently provides a Seniors 
Transportation Service, and Lam said 
the recommendation CAC become the 
operator of the public transportation ser­ 
vice should not be interpreted as a 
proposal that the city take over the 
senior bus system 
“ CAC is a social service organization 
with specific clientele. The public tran­ 


sportation service should in no way be i* 
dentified with any of the social service 
programs which the CAC operates,” 
Lam said. 
. 
He emphasized that the pilot transpor­ 
tation program is for all citizens of Lom­ 
poc and not specifically for the elderly. 
Lam is asking that the contract with 
CAC be for an amount not to exceed 
143.900. with the final contract to be 
negotiated by the staff. He also is asking 
that the council authorize the filing of a 
transit claim under the Public Transpor­ 
tation Act (SB-325) with the Area Plann­ 
ing Council for $19,000, with unused 
amounts to be allocated to streets and 
roads through revised claims. 
Also on the agenda for Tuesday’s coun­ 
cil meeting, which w ill be held starting 
at 7:30 p.m. in council chambers at city 
hail, 119 W. Walnut Ave., are these 
items: 
—A postponed public hearing on street 
improvments under the 1911 Act. 
—A public hearing on a proposed or­ 
dinance modifying offstreet parking 
regulations relating to outdoor nurseries 
and adding offstreet provisions for single 
family awl multiple family dwelling un­ 
its for the elderly and for handicapped 
citizens. 
-Purchase of $35,000 in electrical 
cable to restock the warehouse and 
$10,500 in trees and nursery stock. Both 
items already are budgeted. 
—A 
request to execute a grant ap­ 
plication for $4,000 under the special 
projects for the aging section of the 
Older Americans Act. 
* —A resolution asking the board of 
supervisors to seek certification as an 
eligible project area under the Public 
Works and Economic Development Act,

Massive quake hits 
off Philippines

A massive earthquake struck just off 
the southernmost coast of the Philippine 
Islands today, two hours after a strong 
tremor hit deep inside the Chinese 
mabdand. 
There were no immediate reports 
from the area of the larger quake, which 
measured 8.0 on the open-ended Richter 
scale of intensity. Bid the National 
Earthquake Information Service in 
Golden, Colo., said “ local damage is 
probable.” 
Earthquakes with a strength of 8.0 on 
the Richter scale normally »trike the 
earth about once a year, the government 
spokesman said. Today’s jolt was the 
third shock of such intensity this year, 
and second only to the 8.2 quake that 
devastated China on July 27 
The Uppsala Seismologies! Institute in 
Sweden measured the Chinese quake two 
hours earlier at 7.2 on the Richter 
scale. Scientists in Golden, Colo , es­ 
timated tremor’s strength was slight­ 
ly lower, 6,9, but said it was powerful 
enough to cause damage in populated 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U P I) - Sen. 
James Buckley announced today he 
would not run for the Republican 


The decision by the Conservative 
Party senator from New York left the 
race for the nomination a head-to-head 
struggle between President Ford and 
Ronald Rea Kan. 
Buckley last week had announced be 
would permit his name to be placed in 
nomination if it would force the Reagan- 
Ford race to a second ballot. He said he 
wanted to give delegates bound by state 
laws a chance to express their true feel­ 
ings about the presidential nominee on a 
second ballot 
“ I have not been a candidate, and I am 
here to state that I w ill not be a can­ 
didate for president of the United 
States,” Buckley told a news conferen­ 
ce. 
“ I am pleated that Senator Buckley is 
responding to ray urgings and those of 
the Republican Party of New York 
State,” said Richard Rosenbaum, the 
suite chairman of the state party and 
delegation chairman 
Rosenbaum and other Ford backers in 
New York had been applying pressure on 
Buckley not to make a race, warning it 
could cost him support hi his tough 
Senate re-election campaign this fail. 
Reagan supporters had denied they 
were putting Buckley forward in an ef­ 
fort to stop Ford from getting a first 
ballot victory, but it was widely assumed 
that Reagan would benefit more from 
defections on subsequent ballots than 
would the President 
“ My motivation was to unify the party 
behind the strongest possible candidate 
to put against Jim m y Carter this fall,” 
Buckley said. 
“ I w ill support whoever is the choice 
of this convention, and I believe that the 
two top contenders are cloee enough 
together on most issues that they can un­ 
ify the party, and I w ill do all I can to 
promote that unity.” 


Buckley said there had not been 
enough time “ to mobilize potential sup­ 
port in an effective and plausible way.” 
He said he had not cut off his short­ 
lived presidential hopes earlier 
because” 1 had told people whose 
seriousness I believed that I would not 


close the door. They asked me to give 
them an opportunity to sample the 
waters,” 


liberal Pennsylvania senator Reagan has 
picked as his running mate. 
Rogers Morton, the Ford campaign 


told of Buckley’s decision, said “ It really 
was not an important thing.” 
“ It was a maneuver that was internal 
within the hackers of Mr. Reagan,” 
Rockefeller said, adding he believed the 
Late-blooming Buckley candidacy was 
“ an effort by Jesse Helms and others to 
force M r. Reagan to drop M r. 
Schweiker” — Richard Schweiker. the 


“ Sen. Buckley’s action is understan­ 
dable under the circumstances that exist 
at this convention. His withdrawal 
means that delegates now have a clear- 
cut choice between the two candidates 
that have campaigned for the nomina­ 
tion. I am confident that the delegate’s 
choice Wednesday will be President 
Ford.” 
130,000 flee homes in 
wake of imminent volcano 


PO IN TE-A -PITRE, 
Guadeloupe 
(U P I) — A rumbling, smoking La 
Soufriere volcano spewed ashes and 
choking fumes over deserted mountain 
villages today, signaling an imminent 
eruption that experts said could equal 
several atomic bombs. 
Officials reported all residents had 
been evacuated from the threatened 
area and a few stray cats and dogs were 
the only living creatures seen in a tour of 
almost a dozen towns nestled on the sl­ 
opes of the cloud-enshrouded volcano 
An estimated 130,000 persons Sunday 
fled their homes on the southern half of 
Basse-Terre, the westernmost portion of 
this butterfly-shaped French Caribbean 
island. 
The panicky exodus by foot, cart, horse 
and car clogged the narrow roads and 
lanes twisting away from the 4,785-foot 
La Soufriere — the name means Brim ­ 
stone Mountain. It had already begun 
belching a thin layer of volcanic ash 
down its slopes and filling the air with 
choking sulfurous fumes. 
The refugees, lugging goats, chickens 
and bundled possessions, crowded into 
homes of friends or relatives in outlying 
areas or took temporary shelter in vast 
tent camps set up by the French armed 
forces. 
Volcano experts said the main danger 
was not an eruption of rocks and lava but 
the explosion of a cloud of burning gas 
that could pack the force of several 
atomic bombs and asphyxiate every liv­ 
ing thing within its range. 


French volcano expert Prof. Pierre 
Brousse, head of the Paris Institute of 
Earth Physics, toW authorities he and 
his team of experts believed the pressure 
inside the volcano was equivalent to 
350,000 tons of TNT. The atomic bomb 
that destroyed Hiroshima had the impact 
of 20,000 tons of TNT. 
“ I have never seen such volcanic ac­ 
tivity in the Caribbean islands,” said 
Brousse, who arrived from Paris after 
La Soufriere, quiet for years, began 
rumbling early last month “ It (an erup­ 
tion) is irreversible.’’ 
“ The top may blow off within hours, 
warned another French official. “ Scien­ 
tists watching the mountain have warned 
tremendous pressure — the equivalent of 
several atomic bombs — has built up un­ 
der the magna (molten rock.)” 
The only people believed still within 
range of the volcano were army and 
police patrols sont in to guard against 
looting in the deserted cities and wealthy 
suburbs perched high on the volcano’s 
southwest slopes. 
Official documents and archives were 
removed from government buildings in 
the capital dty of Basse Terre - the 
island and its capital have the same 
name. 
La Soufriere — the name means 
“ Brimstone Mountain” - last erupted in 
1797, causing widespread destruction on 
Guadeloupe 
In 1902, Mt. Pelee valcono erupted on 
the neighboring isle of Martinique, kill­ 
ing 30,000 persons within minutes.

BEIRU T, Lebanon (U P I) - Rightist 
forces today bombarded leftist outposts 
in Lebanon’s central m ountains, 
launching a new offensive to clean out 
the remaining pockets of resistance in 
Christian-held territory. 
* 
Christians and Moslems also fought 
along the confrontation line dividing east 
and west Beirut and in the capital's 
southern suburbs 
The rightists, who captured the Tal 
Zaatar Palestinian refugee camp last 
week after a 56-day siege, said Sunday 
their offensive had moved to the rugged 
mountain area east of Beirut. 
“ The battle to liberate the mountains 
has begun,” the radio station controlled 
by rightist President Suleiman Franjleh 
announced. 
Both rightist and leftist broadcasts 


reported heavy fighting and Christian 
shelling in the mountains around Ain- 
tourab, 20 miles from Beirut and the last 
leftist foothold in the 800»square-mile 
rightist heartland. 
The Christians warned the leftists 
“ must either withdraw from their posi­ 
tions in the mountains or the rightist 
forces will force them out.” 


Palestinian sources said the push on 
Aintourah had been long expected as 
part of a general Christian strategy of 
“ cleaning out” leftist and Palestinian 
outposts. It followed the elimination of 
the Palestinian refugee camp of Jisr el 
Pasha and the Moslem slum of Nabaa, as 
well as Tal Zaatar. 


Fighting also was reported in Beirut’s 
Christian suburb of Ain Rummaneh and 


its Moslem neighbor, Chi ah. 
Leftist and rightist gunners renewed 
their shelling of the capital’s residential 
areas, sending heavy mortar bombs si 
amming without warning into quiet 
streets and houses. 


The injured included Am erican 
newsman Charles Glass, 25, of Los 
Angeles, a reporter for ABC radio news 
and Britain’s Guardian newspaper 


Glass was hit in the foot by an inch- 
long piece of jagged shrapnel as he ran 
for cover on a street near his hotel. 
Another reporter took him to the 
American University hospital for minor 
surgery. The doctor who removed the 
shrapnel said “ more than 200 such cases 
a day” often came into the emergency 
room,

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (U P I) 
— U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim urged leaders of the 
world’s 85 nonaligned nations 
today to come to pips with the 
problem of international ter­ 
rorism. 
“ International terrorism has 
taken on a frig h te n in g 
dimension and requires our 
urgent attention.” Waldheim 
said in an address at the first- 
day session of the 5th Summit 
Conference of Nonaligned Na­ 
tions. 
To a trumpeting of conch 
shells the leaders of 85 nations 
representing more than half the 
world’s population opened the 
summit meeting hearing an at­

NAIROBI. Kenya (U P I) - At 
least 50 Ugandan university stu­ 
dents have been killed by troops 
and buried in a mass grave 
following disturbances at Ugan­ 
da’s major university, a Ke­ 
nyan newspaper said today. 
The report in Hie Standard 
newspaper followed a story in 
London’s Observer saying more 
than 100 students had been 
killed and 800 were still missing 
following disturbances at Kam­ 
pala's Makerere University 
earlier this month 
President Id i Amin has 
denied such an incident took 
place. Diplomatic sources in 
East Africa said there had been 


disturbances but they doubted 
the death toll was as high as 
either newspaper indicated. 
These sources said probably 
less than 10 students were killed 
when troops were called out to 
disperse demonstrators on the 
campus. 
“ Fifty Makerere University 
students have been confirmed 
dead after being held in a 
Ugandan m ilitary camp,” The 
Standard said in a front page 
story. 
“ University officials told me 
it was 'no longer a secret’ that 
the 50 student leaders picked up 
after students refused to attend 
lectures had all been killed.** 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U P I) -

Mrs Kamckey’s fever persis­ 
ted. Four days later, she lapsed 
into unconsciousness and her 
condition became critical. 
Doctors started to look 
beyond the viral pneumonia 
they originally suspected. They 
sent blood and urine samples to 
the Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta, Ga. 
Lari Wednesday night, the 


word came back from Atlanta: 
suspected Lassa Fever, the 
rare and often fatal virus tran­ 
smitted from rats in West 
Africa. 
There is no known treatment, 
preventive vaccine, or cure for 
the disease. 


Pu b lic health o ffic ia ls 
throughout Canada were alert­ 
ed and instructed to locate 
everybody who came in contact 
with Mrs. Kamckey and isolate 
those that showed symptoms of 
the disease. 


Locating contacts has been 
hard. The British Airways 
flight manifest was incomplete. 
Some passengers were listed by 
lari name only. More than half 
the passengers aboard the air­ 
liner were Canadian or U.S. 
residents The rest were visi­ 
tors from abroad, some of 
whom already may have left 
the country. 
By Sunday, only 158 of the 407 
had been contacted.

The museum 
contains a large permanent collection of 
the fine arts. Also in the same area, the 
party toured through the famed Grace 
Campbell Memorial House. This English 
styled mansion is symbolic of Spokane’s 
“Age of Elegance,” when fortunes were 
made in gold mining. Built in 1898, the 
house is constructued of brick and stucco 
with a half-timber trim It is noted for its 
outstanding woodwork and its fine recep­ 
tion room dominated by a fireplace 
lavishly decorated with gold. Fur­ 
nishings are of the period and include 
some of the original antiques 
The house proved especially interested 
to Mrs Cohig who has recently read 
“Liberated Woman,” a story of Mae 
Arkwright Hutton who was of the same 
period as the early gold and silver mines 
With her husband, she too had settled in 
Spokane where to this day there is a Hut­ 
ton block and an orphanage named in 
their honor. Time did not permit our 
travelers to visit this mansion. They did 
however, pass through the famed 
Duncan Gardens, a 90-acre park which 
provides 
the setting for hundreds of 
bright-blooming annual and perennial 
flowers and plants Among the many at­ 
tractions are dazzling rose and lilac gar­ 
dens, greenhouses full of luxuriant plants 
and a conservatory for special year-

Additional comments on a 
draft environm ental im pact 
report on a proposed con­ 
dominium project which con­ 
ceivably could be the first to be 
created in Solvang w ill be sub­ 
mitted to the County Office of 
Environm ental Q uality.- 
The condominium project is 
planned by builder Adrian Wood 
in an area behind the Veterans 
Memorial Building and south of 
Laurel Avenue. 
D irecto rs of the Solvang 
M u n ic ip a l 
Im p ro vem en t 
D istrict, at a meeting last 
Thursday, agreed to transm it a 
group of four comments to the 
county OEQ office. 
The SM ID is suggesting that 
interior streets proposed for the 
projects be developed in accor­ 
dance with county standard 
street sections and that the 
streets in the condominium 
area have adequate access to 
Laurel Avenue. 
The d is tric t w ill a lso 
emphasize in its comments that 
substandard streets currently 
exist in the area. 
SM ID also asks for a review 
of water availability to the area 
and the need for both on-site 
and off-site system extensions 
and improvements. 
The board also agreed to take 
“ an especially strong stand“ on 
fire protection as one of most 
vital district concerns. Direc­ 
tors said the county is to be ad­ 
vised that that SM ID w ill not be 
bound by county decisions on 
project approval relative to fire 
protection without provirions 
for adequate fire access and 
suppression facilities to be sub­ 
mitted for SM ID ’s approval.

Committees face busy week 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Senate committees this week 
question Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s appointees to the 
revitalized Agricultural Labor 
R elations board and take 
another look at a bill designed 
to preserve prime California 
farmland. 
A measure to increase gas­ 
oline taxes by 1218 million to 
finance highway construction 
and a coastline protection bill 
are pending before Assembly 
committees. 
Appearing Wednesday before 
the Senate Rules Committee 


will be the new chairman of the 
farm labor board, two mem­ 
bers and the board’s general 
counsel, 
The controversial farm labor 
board went out of business 
earlier this year when it ran out 
of funds but was revitalized 
with a 86.7 million appropria­ 
tion in the 1976-77 state budget. 
Three m embers and the 
general counsel resigned when 
the board closed its doors. 
Rural Democrats and Repub­ 
licans, claiming some board 
members were biased in favor 
of labor, blocked further financ­ 


ing of the board and demanded 
new members they felt would 
be objective. 
In an effort to break the 
deadlock, the governor named 
as chairman Gerald A. Brown, 
61, an experienced labor- 
management mediator. Brown 
was regional director of the 
N ational Labor R elations 
Board in San Francisco from 
1947 to 1961 and served 10 years 
a a member of the NLRB in 
Washington, D.C. 
Earlier this year he conduct­ 
ed hearings for the farm board 
on touchy issues involving Gallo 


Wine. 
Other board members to ap­ 
pear before the committee are 
Robert B. Hutchinson, 88, a San 
Mateo attorney and vice presi­ 
dent of the California Trial 
Lawyers Association; and Ro­ 
nald L. Ruiz, 40, an attorney 
practicing in San Jose and 
Santa Cruz. 
Harry J. Delizonna, a 89- 
year-old attorney from San 
Jose, was nam ed general 
counsel.

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Ask Roy Howell 
What's so good about the big leagues?

When the Texas Rangers were winning ballgames and fighting fora pennant, which 
seems like years ago but was only a few weeks ago, their little Arlington Stadium was 
beginning to lode cracker-box small. 
The novelty of a winning team was packing the grandstands with curious Texans, 
many discovering for the first time that not all sports are played with an oval ball 
made of pigskin. 
Good seats were hard to come by in the 
35,000 capacity stadium. Vendors were 
selling mountains of nachos (tortilla 
chips buried under melted cheese and 
searing-hot jalapeno peppers) and 
carloads of Lone Star Longnecks (beer). 
But now the Rangers are losing big — 
“The fastest moving southbound team in 
all of baseball,” as one Dallas 
sportswriter put it — and the sparsely 
populated grandstands look large, the 
way a room looks larger when most of 
the people have left the party. 
Tonight the Rangers are playing 
another slumping team, the California 
Angels. Even Angel pitcher Nolan Ryan 
and his legendary fastball can’t lure 
more than 10,000 fans. 
It’s probably just as well. The normal­ 
ly sick-hitting Angels make a miraculous 
recovery, pounding out 17 hits to em­ 
barrass the Rangers 9-6. 
One bright spot for the home team is

the hitting of thirdbaseman Roy Howell. 
In the first inning, Howell rips a Ryan 
fastball inside the first base line for dou­ 
ble, driving home a run. 
Two innings later he lines a single to 
right. But, like his teammates, Roy 
fades. He walks, then grounds out. The 
game is more than three hours old when 
Howell comes to bat in the bottom of the 
ninth, two out. 
He lodes at a 1-2 pitch that is clearly 
high and outside. Umpire Nestor 
Chylack calls it strike three. The fans 
are too tired, or too discouraged, or too 
few, to protest the robbery. 
But Roy turns and offers Chylack an 
uncomplimentary critique of his 
eyesight. 
Umpires are human. 
“Nestor said, ‘It’s time to go home,” 
Roy explains later. 
Another night’s work has ended for 
Roy Lee Howell, Lompoc’s major 
leaguer. He showers and dresses quick­ 
ly. Outside the clubhouse his wife Karla 
is waiting, just as she is after every 
home game. 
The Howells have made plans to go out 
with Ranger outfielder Gene Clines and 
his wife. In separate cars they drive 


across the sprawling city of Arlington, 
located midway between, and connected 
to, Dallas and Fort Worth. 
They meet at a small bar tucked in the 
comer of a shopping mall. Roy and Gene 
order beer, the women order wine. 
Clines fishes into his pocket for a stack 
of quarters for the pool table. 
They talk and joke, but nobody men­ 
tions the night’s ballgame. The two 
ballplayers take turns losing games of 
eight-ball to a reporter. Howell finally 
warms up, but Clines heads off to feed 
his quarters into an electronic baseball 
game hanging on the wall. 
Again, he meets with little success. 
Clines was a .334 hitter for Pittsburgh in 
1972 and he had two hits off Ryan tonight, 
but the board keeps flashing “Strike!” as 
he is baffled by the electronic pitcher. 
The bar closes and the couples head for 
their cars. 
“See you in a few hours, Gene-o,” says 
Howell. 
“Yea, see you back at work,” sighs 
Clines. 
“Beats carrying the old brown bag,” 
says Howell, and Clines nods in agree­ 
ment. 
About 100 million little boys and grown 


men would also nod in agreement. If 
there is a dream common to American 
males, it is to play baseball in the major 
leagues. 
Sure, it would be nice to be a millionaire 
or a movie star or a president of the 
United States. But millionaires don’t get 
their pictures on bubblegum cards, and 
movie stars don’t wear beautiful white 
uniforms, and presidents never get to tee 
off on a Nolan Ryan fastball. 
But baseball is like many other 
dreams. The reality often falls short of 
the fantasy. Trotting out a home run as 
30,000 fans go crazy is only part of the 
picture. Major leaguers also experience 
the built-in hazards of insecurity, public 
criticism, frustration, ridicule, physical 
danger and boredom. 
And not every player is a star. “We’ve 
got common laborers just like any other 
profession,” says Howell. 
Howell isn’t a star. He’s a good young 
player with the potential to get much 
better. The tag “common laborer” 
somehow doesn’t fit when applied to a 
guy who drives nice cars, lives in nice 
houses, flies around the country first 
class, and is the envy of millions. 
Roy is not a star, but he is in the Mg

leagues, “the show,” and he hasn’t 
forgotten how nice it is. A few days 
earlier the Rangers had a day off. The 
team flew to San Antonio to play an ex­ 
hibition game against the Texas League 
(class AA) All-Stars. It brought back 
memories for Howell. 
“In the locker room, you’ve got to 
dress in shifts ’cause it’s not big enough. 
There’s no water, no Coke machine, no 
windows, no lights. You go up in the 
dugout and you’re sitting on a plank with 
two soap boxes holding it up, and there’s 
big boulders out on the field, and 
trenches. And you think, ‘Well, I played 
in these leagues.’ ” 
Howell played two seasons at Pitt­ 
sfield, Mass., in the class A A Eastern 
League, and one at Spokane in the class 
AAA Pacific Coast League. 
“I wouldn’t take my three years in the 
minor leagues and trade ’em for three 
years in the big leagues. I think everyone 
should go through that experience com­ 
ing to the big leagues. I learned wljat the 
game really means. Once you get there 
you look back and say, ‘By God, I did it. I 
ain’t going back if I can help it.’ 
“I swore to myself I’d never go back to 
the Eastern League. I made that 
promise to myself. What are the worst 
things about the minors? Twenty-hour 
bus rides, eating on $4 a day meal 
money, making $500 a month, getting 12 
bats a year, using four balls for batting 
practice and chasing balls over the fence 
if you hit ’em out, getting hit by wine bot­ 
tles, having beer dumped on you, 150 peo­ 
ple every night in the stands, carrying 
your own bags and equipment, uniforms 
with holes in ’em, that get washed once a 
week 
“You kind of forget what it was like I 
told myself, ‘I know how good I got it, I 
just got to keep working harder and 
harder to keep it.’ 
“I’m verv fortunate to be working and

Jury still out on Connally 


KANSAS CITY - Only John Connally 
would try to turn a bribery trial into a 
political asset. He is known on the 
political hustings as the fastest jaw in 
the west.

We have managed, nevertheless, to 
locate most of the jurors. Because Con­ 
nally has tried to make more of the 
acquittal than they intended, several of 
them spoke to us about what happened 
inside the jury room. All except foreman 
Dennis O’Toole asked us to withhold 
their names. In fact, the jurors referred 
to one another by numbers rather than 
names. 
It took them more than five hours to 
agree upon Connally’s innocence. They 
sat around a rectangular table in a blank, 
windowless room. One by one, the jurors 
expressed their views. 
Then they took the first vote. Only one 
juror, a black man, felt Connally was 
guilty. A few had doubts. A slight 
majority voted for acquittal. 
In the discussions that followed, 
several jurors wanted to review the 
financial testimony. They found it con­ 
fusing. They also had trouble under­ 


standing the White House tapes. These 
contain a damning conversation between 
John Connally and Richard Nixon on 
milk prices. 
Connally told Nixon that the dairy men 
were “amassing an enormous amount of 
money that they’re going to put into 
political activity, very frankly.” 
The blunt Texan, then Nixon’s 
treasury secretary, advised Nixon to 
grant the dairymen a price increase. “If 
you don’t,” said Connally, “you’ve cost 
yourself some money.” 
Later he stressed again: “You’re in 
this for everything you can get out of it." 
But not all the jurors got the conversa­ 
tion straight. As one recalled: “We could 
just hear these things like ’Yes, John ... 
What’s that ... Okay ... Blah .. Blah ... 
Blah.”’ 
One of the women on the jury com­ 
plained that the sound hurt her ears. The 
jurors saw written transcripts of some, 
but not all, of the Nixon-Connally discus­ 
sion. 
Foreman O’Toole, summarising his 
impression, told us he heard “a lot of 
Texas wheeling and dealing.” Some of 
the undecided jurors also expressed con­ 
cern about the coxy relationship between 
Connally and the milk producers A cou­ 
ple of jurors feared this might hamper 
Connally if he should ever become presi­ 
dent. 
It was probably evangelist Billy 
Graham, according to jury sources, who 
helped Connally the most. The 
evangelist’s testimony, as a character 
witness for Connally, impressed some of 
the jurors deeply. 
One juror was influenced by the con­ 
trast between Connally and his accusor, 
Jake Jacobsen. She said that Connally 
always looked Jacobsen in the eye but 
that Jacobsen looked away. 
She was impressed favorably by Con­ 
nally’s impassive, straightforward man­ 
ner, unfavorably by Jacobsen’s “shady” 
appearance. 
At one point, she remembered, Con­ 
nally’s wife shook her head as if to say 
“No, No, No’’ while Jacobsen was 
testifying. The incident stuck in the 
juror's mind.

Other ballots were taken until all the 
undecided jurors voted for acquittal. But 
the lone black man refused to change his 
vote. The other jurors became annoyed 
with him and pressed him to explain his 
reservations. Defensively, he would ask 
to see the evidence. At one point, he had 
a stack of testimony a foot high in front 
of him. 
The holdout was shunted to a chair 
next to the foreman so they could go over 
the testimony together, page by page. 
Finally, the judge sent in word that it 
was dinner time and that the jurors could 
come beck after dinner for another hour 
of deliberation. 
The jurors asked for 20 minutes to 
make a last try before dinner. The 
holdout had a small suitcase, as if he ex­ 
pected to be sequestered. But he merely 
leafed through a few pages of testimony, 
shrugged submissively and said he would 
accept acquittal. 
Afterward, O’Toole explained: “Our 
verdict meant not that we had found 
necessarily that John ConaUy was inno­ 
cent but, rather, not guilty based on the 
case presented to us ” 
Footnote : Last month we raised ques­ 
tions about two minutes that were miss­ 
ing from the Watergate tapes submitted 
to the House Impeachment Committee. 
The two minutes were contained in a 
private conversation between Connally 
and Nixon. We reported that committee 
members believed Connally had discus­ 
sed the milk deal in confidence with the 
former President. Connally, blasting us 
by name, called the report “a total dis­ 
tortion of the facts.” He had spoken to 
the President about revenue sharing, be 
said. We have now obtained a transcript 
of the mysterious two minutes. Part of it 
is garbled and Connally seemed to talk in 
code after an unidentified intruder, ap­ 
parently a White House steward, entered 
the Oval Office. 
Connally said he would “make sure that 
there's a very substantial allocation of 
oil in Texas that will be at your dis­ 
cretion." But the previous conversation 
had been about milk, not oil. It appears 
that Connally, speaking in code in front 
of the intruder, was promising Nixon a 
“substantial” contribution from Texas 
dairymen. 
Responded Nixon: “This is a, this is a 
cold political deal, they’re very tough 
political operators.” Whether the two 
men were talking about oil or milk, it 
certainly had nothing to do with revenue 
sharing.

I think my amendment speaks for 
itself It simply provides that the ad­ 
ministrator shall place at the entrances 
and exits of all cemeteries, graveyards 
and other final resting places in this 
country unlimited quantities of these 
voter registration forms.

Then one son lights up a 
cigarette. Without a change in her ex­ 


pression or a break in her smiling and 
nodding to delegates and visitors in the 
convention hall, she whispers, in a voice 
so low it cannot be picked up by the sen­ 
sitive tv sensors trained on her, “Put out 
that cigarette." Meekly he obeys to one 
quick motion. 
Scene Three : Shortly after Sen. Walter 
Mondale was voted the Democratic 
nominee for vice president, Mrs. Mon­ 
dale was asked by newsmen where she 
thought she would fit into a Carter ad­ 
ministration — that is. what she thought 
her field might be. 
She’d hardly gotten a sentence ont of 
her mouth » on how she would be in­ 
terested in helping unfortunate children 
and families, when Mrs. Carter stepped 
in the front, moving Mrs. Mondale from 
her short stint in the limelight.
